The  Doon  Student  Association  is 
concerned  it  may  not  be  meeting 
student  needs. 

John  Lassel,  president  of  the 
DSA,  said  four  committees  have 
formed  to  examine  the  problem. 

The  first  committee  will  look  into 
the  constitution  of  the  DSA.  Lassel 
said  there  is  currently  only  one 
vice-president  elected.  Lassel 
wants  the  committee  to  look  into 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  have 


a vice-president  for  each  faculty, 
responsible  for  student  needs  in 
that  area. 

Two  committees  will  work 
together  to  examine  the  feasibility 
of  a student  union  building  and  a 
student  residence. 

The  Ontario  government  recent- 
ly repealed  a law  that  made  student 
residences  at  community  colleges 
illegal. 

Lassel  said  a student  union  build- 
ing could  serve  as  a centre  for  stu- 
dent entertainment,  with,  for  ex- 


ample, a pub  that  would  be  stu- 
dent-owned and  run. 

He  added  that  many  students  com- 
plain the  college  is  too  far  to  go  to 
attend  pubs. 

Lastly,  a committee  will  examine 
recycling.  While  the  school  cur- 
rently recycles  computer  paper,  he 
belives  it  should  do  more. 

“Take  a look  around  the  world. 
There  is  a real  need  for  us  to  take  a 
more  active  role  in  protecting  the 
environment,”  said  Lassel. 

Lassel  said  an  executive  commit- 


tee was  formed  earlier  this  year  to 
look  into  DSA  internal  affairs,  and 
the  $250,000  of  student  money  it 
spends  every  year.  It  is  finding 
elected  officials  may  not  have  had 
the  control  over  DSA  affairs  they 
thought,  and  that  the  full-time  staff 
may  have  been  making  too  many 
decisions. 

Lassel  said  former  members  of 
the  executive  seem  to  have  been 
more  concerned  with  personal 
popularity  than  serving  the  student 
body.  DSA  affairs,  he  said,  were 


run  too  sloppily. 

He  said  while  the  review,  which 
is  ongoing,  has  been  a painful 
process  of  self-examination  for  all 
involved,  it  is  yielding  useful  in- 
formation regarding  how 
decisions  have  been  made  in  the 
past  and  he  expects  the  school  will 
benefit  from  it. 

The  committees  will  be  conven- 
ing shortly  and  Lassel  urges  those 
students  who  are  interested  in  par- 
ticipating to  contact  him  as  soon  as 
possible. 


Grads  have  96  per  cent  placement

A survey  conducted  by  Cones- 
toga College’s  Placement  Services 
department  indicates  that  96  per 
cent  of  last  year’s  graduating  class 
found  employment. 

Debbie  Smith,  co-ordinator  of 
placement  services,  said  those 
working  in  areas  directly  related  to 
their  program  was  88.3  per  cent. 

The  telephone  survey  was  the 
second  step  in  the  effort  to  reach 
former  students  who  graduated 
from  the  college’s  diploma 
progi  ams  up  to  the  spring  of  1989. 

Ministry  of  Education  survey 
forms  were  mailed  to  ap- 
proximately 650  graduates  in  late 
October.  Smith  said  the  mail 
response  rate  was  approximately 
35  per  cent.  The  remainder  are  to 


be  contacted  by  telephone  oy  ser- 
vice staff  and  two  students,  calling 
from  placement  services. 

“We  surveyed  graduates  as  of 
Nov.  5 to  determine  their  employ- 
ment status,”  she  said.  The 
telephone  survey  began  Nov.  12 
for  four  weeks  concluding  Dec  7. 
Just  over  90  per  cent  of  all 
graduates  from  last  year  were  con- 
tacted. 

“Several  were  out  of  the  country 
working.  Others,  we  could  not 
contact  personally,”  said  Smith. 

Placement  services  provides  job 
search  assistance  to  students  and 
graduates  of  the  college.  Smith  en- 
courages all  students  needing  help 
planning  for  career  success  to  visit 
them  in  Portable  8.  She  hopes  her 
department  can  improve  the  stu- 
dent placement  rate  when  they 
compile  next  year’s  report. 


Parking  not  a problem, 
according  to  Moffat

Parking  at  Doon  is  not  a problem, 
according  to  Rick  Moffat,  the  new 
student  representative  on  Cones- 
toga College’s  Board  of  Gover- 
nors. 

“Personally,  I feel  that  it  (parking 
problems)  has  been  beaten  to 
death,”  he  said. 

Although  there  are  many  empty 
parking  spots,  Moffat  said  he  still 
sees  cars  parked  on  the  grass. 

Moffat  said  there  was  a problem 
the  first  few  weeks  in  September 
when  security  was  not  enforcing 
the  parking  regulations.  After 
these  intial  weeks,  security  con- 
centrated on  ticketing  cars  parked 
illegally  on  grass  or  in  areas  other 
than  parking  spaces. 

He  suggested  security  should 
have  and  could  be  issuing  tickets 
for  those  without  permits. 

“1  think  the  problem  is  the  price 
(of  the  parking  permits),”  he  said. 

Although  Moffat  likes  the  idea  of 
a ticket  dispenser  at  each  entrance, 
similiar  to  the  system  at  the 
University  of  Waterloo,  he  said  the 
cost  of  such  a set-up  is  expensive. 

He  added  the  $60  price  of  a park- 
ing permit  could  be  discouraging 
people  from  buying.

“It’s  confusing  whether  the  col- 
lege has  actually  oversold  the 
number  of  permits,”  he  said. 
“We’ve  been  given  different  num- 
bers.” 

Moffat  said  that  at  a Board  of 
Directors  meeting  it  was  estimated 
1,500  permits  had  been  sold  for 
1 ,800  spaces. 

Security  supervisor  Bob  Gilberds 
estimated  approximately  2,100 
permits  have  been  sold.

College  finances  feel  the  pinch: 
Teacher’s  strike  will  follow  college

Conestoga  College  is  just  into  a 
new  term;  however,  the  recent 
teacher’s  strike  will  follow  the  col- 
lege and  the  students  well  into  the 
future. 

Asked  whether  the  final  financial 
assesment  of  the  strike  was  known, 
Conestoga  College  president  John 
Tibbits  said  “yes  and  no.” 

He  explained  that  losses  are 
known  as  to  the  damage  from  the 
students  who  did  not  return,  as  well 
as  the  financial  loss  from  the 
government  grant  system  which  is 
based  on  enrolment.  The  cost  in 
numbers  of  students  is  known,  and 
will  affect  the  college  as  well  as  the 
individual  who  left  the  school.  It  is 
not  known  what  the  college  will 
receive  back,  and  it  is  not  known 
what  the  extra  costs  from  the  strike 


will  be.  These  extra  costs  include 
communication  costs  and  security 
expenses.  Tibbits  added  that  “we 
don’t  know  the  bottom  line  num- 
ber, I’m  hoping  we’ll  know  in  the 
near  future.” 

He  noted  that  it  is  impossible  for 
the  college  to  know  the  impact,  and 
that,  “we  have  to  wait,  we  don't 
have  the  information.  It  is  up  to  the 
government.” 

He  added  that  22  colleges  will  be 
submitting  costs  and  it  will  take 
time  to  assess  the  final  impact. 

“It’s  not  that  we’re  trying  to  fool 
everyone.  We’re  just  trying  to  get 
the  maximum  amount  of  money 
that  we  can,  and  the  government  is 
trying  to  give  out  only  what  they 
think  is  needed,”  he  said. 

The  college  is  going  into  a new 
budget,  so  it  will  take  some  time  to 
realize  losses,  but  according  to 


Tibbits,  the  college  came  out  rela- 
tively well  compared  to  other  col- 
leges as  far  as  the  student  drop-out 
rate.  Conestoga  had  the  third 
lowest  rate  in  the  system.  He  ex- 
plained that  the  college  receives 
funding  from  a “pot”  of  money 
which  depends  on  the  number  of 
students.  Since  Conestoga  lost 
fewer  students  “obviously  we 
benefit,”  said  Tibbits. 

“We’d  be  in  a real  mess  if  we  had 
a higher  system  average  (of  drop- 
outs),” he  said. 

As  far  as  the  strike  affecting  stu- 
dents financially,  Tibbits  said  he 
hasn’t  heard  “a  ground-swell  that 
there  is  a terrible  situation.”  Or  that 
it  is  a really  desparate  situation,  but 
he  added  that  the  college  is  doing 
what  it  can  and  officials  are 
prepared  to  listen  to  any  problems 
students  are  having.

31, 1990.

The  issue  was  brought  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  nursing  co-ordinators 
and  yet  these  students  remain  en- 
rolled in  the  progimi. 

The  vast  majority  of  students 
are  hard-working  and  honest.  We 
feel  it  is  an  outrage  that  this  college 
has  no  written  policy  requiring  the 
automatic  expulsion  of  a student 
caught  cheating.

(ACCC)  for  a three-year  develop- 
ment project  in  Madras.  The 
Canadian  International  Develop- 
ment agency  (CIDA)  approved  the 
project  the  following  year. 

The  proposal  was  designed  to  in- 
crease educational  opportunities 
for  women  in  Madras  and  one 
aspect  was  the  involvement  of  the 
Medical  Research  Foundation, 
which  trains  nurses  in  ophthalmol- 
ogy (the  treatment  of  eyes).  The 
project  is  funded  by  the  ACCC  and 
the  CIDA. 

In  1988,  Jeffrey  visited  India 
where  he  assessed  hospital  ser- 
vices and  how  the  Medical  Re- 
search Foundation  might  improve 
efficiency  by  using  computers,  set- 


ting up  admittance  departments 
and  medical  records. 

The  Medical  Research  Founda- 
tion reviewed  his  report  and  this 
year  invited  the  college  to  design 
the  curriculum. 

Jeffrey  said  he  observed  how  cul- 
tural differences  affect  medical  aid 
and  added  when  the  curriculum  is 
assembled  it  will  ensure  graduates 
have  good  opthalmic  assistant 
skills  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  In- 
dian community. 

“Indians,  because  of  genetics, 
population  and  other  things  have 
(many)  eye  disorders  and  the  prob- 
lem they’re  (Indians)  facing  is  that 
they  can’t  train  enough  nurses  to 
work  in  the  hospital,”  said  Jeffrey.

on  your  over-all  grades  and  the  marks  from  this 
course. 

Conesioga  College  has  a procedure  in  place  for 
complaints  and  appeals.  (Refer  to  page  20-22  of 
your  student  handbtwk)  Speak  with  your  instructor 
again  and  ask  him  to  review  the  marks  or  at  least 
give  you  a satisfactory  explanation. 

If  you  are  unable  to  resolve  the  conflict  this  way 
approach  your  program  co-ordinator. 

The  college  counsellor  at  your  campus  is  a 
resource  person  with  whom  you  can  consult  regard- 
ing your  complaint. 

You  are  entittled  to  appeal  an  academic  decision 
if  the  complaint  procedure  has  not  been  satisfactory .

Counsellor  faces  new  challenges

Guelph  campus  counselling  co- 
ordinator Roger  Mainland  didn’t 
set  out  to  be  a guidance  counsellor, 
but  he’s  glad  that  he  is. 

Mainland  said  his  clients  are  “an 
interesting  group  of  people  to  work 
with,”  and  added  that  the  job 
brings  a new  challenge  each  day 
and  is  always  changing. 

Mainland  returned  as  co-or- 
dinator of  counselling  at  Guelph 
campus  in  1984  after  being  laid 
off. 

He  said  he  once  worked  as  a wel- 
fare caseworker  for.  Waterloo 
Region  as  well  as  a casework  su- 
pervisor. During  his  work  ex- 
perience he  had  a lot  of  contact 
with  college  clients.  When  he 
noticed  a job  opening  at  the  cam- 
pus^he  applied. 

Midland’s  background  includes 
a bachelor  of  arts  degree  in 
psychology  and  sociology  as  well 
as  a master’s  degree  in  education. 

In  addition,  he  worked  supervis- 
ing students  from  the  social  ser- 
vices program  at  Doon  campus.  He 


said  he  had  frequently  hired 
graduates  from  that  program. 

According  to  Mainland,  there  are 
two  main  duties  that  counsellors 
perform.  One  is  pre-admission 
counselling  — when  students  want 
to  know  if  they  are  making  the 
right  decision  and  have  the  right 
expectations. 

The  second  duty  is  to  help  the 
students  once  they  are  at  the  col- 
lege by  helping  them  with  their 
academic  and  personal  problems. 

Mainland  said  the  counsellors  do 
much  of  their  work  in  the  class- 
room through  workshops  and  dis- 
cussions. In-class  group  work 
which  involves  assertiveness  train  • 
ing  and  study  skills,  help  to  make 
students  aware  of  the  services 
available  to  them. 

He  said  that  it  is  more  difficult  for 
the  counsellors  at  Guelph  because 
it  does  not  have  a special  needs 
office  such  as  Doon.  It  is  hard  to 
perform  all  the  duties  with  staff 
and  financial  cutbacks. 

Most  of  the  students  who  see  the 
counsellors  are  dealing  with  per- 
sona’ problems,  said  Mainland. 


However,  he  has  had  to  deal  with 
potential  suicides  and  cases  where 
students’  personal  lives  were  fall- 
ing apart. 

Mainland  said  problems  with 
school  work  and  personal  lives  are 
generally  connected. 

“The  two  are  normally  com- 
bined,” he  said.  “Difficulty  in  a 
personal  life  affects  schooling.” 

Mainland  is  surprised  at  the  num- 
ber of  students  seeking  counsell- 
ing. He  found  that  when  doing  a 
workshop  in  the  classroom,  he 
could  look  around  and  recognize 
many  of  the  students  who  had  been 
in  to  see  him. 

“We  do  touch  a lot  of  students  in 
one  way  or  another,”  Mainland 
said. 

Reaching  the  students  is  an  “on- 
going education  process.”  He 
added  that  they  work  through  the 
workshops  and  orientation  week  to 
get  students  thinking  about  their 
services. 

“We  do  offer  a number  of  dif- 
ferent services,  not  just  counsell- 
ing for  personal  problems,”  he 
said.

‘The  centre  has  very  heavy  com- 
munity usage — ^it’s  in  use  from  6 
a.m.  to  2 a.m.  almost  everyday,” 
said  Bob  Neath,  the  college’s 
manager  of  recreational  services. 

Neath  said  a large  portion  of  the 
centre’s  revenue  comes  from  rent- 
ing the  gym  and  ice  surface  on  an 
hourly  basis. 

The  gym  rents  for  $58  an  hour  (or 
$39  for  half  the  space)  while  Ae 
ice  rink  costs  $74  for  an  hour’s  use. 

Special  events  such  as  the  karate 
tournament  or  a hockey  tourna- 
ment cost  substantially  more. 
Neath  said  each  contract  is  dif- 
ferent but  as  an  example,  the  gym 
cost  the  karate  tournament  or-^ 
ganizers  more  than  $1,000  for  a 
10-hour  day.  A hockey  tournament 
would  cost  a similar  amount. 

Neath  said  prices  increase  as  the 
college  provides  more  services, 
explaining  change  rooms,  trophy 
storage,  a public  address  system, 
ice  cleaning,  time  keepers  and 
extra  staff  and  security  dl  add  to 
the  expense. 

Despite  the  costs,  the  centre  is 
popular  among  local  groups. 
Neath  said  the  location  near  High- 
way 401  and  ample  parking  aid  in 
bringing  business. 

He  said  the  mandate  for  his  job  is 
to  maximize  usage  and  thus 
revenue  for  the  centre.  This  allows 
the  center  to  offer  its  facilities  to 
Conestoga  students  for  free. 

However,  ice  rental  does  cost 
Conestoga  students,  although  they 
get  a special  deal.  An  hour’s  rentd 
is  $32,  less  than  half  the  full  price. 

Neath  said  the  students  must  all 
be  from  Conestoga  to  get  this 
price.  “The  student  can’t  bring 
community  members — that’s  a 
rental,”  he  added.

Condors  loss  proves  crucial

The  varsity  men’s  hockey  team 
may  have  b^n  playing  a different 
game  in  their  minds  when  they 
dropped  a 6-1  decision  to  Erie 
Community  College  Jan.  17. 

“I  think  we  were  looking  ahead 
one  game,”  said  coach  Scott  Long, 
explaining  the  players  were  look- 
ing forward  to  their  first-place 
match  against  Penn  State  Jan  20.

Long  said  Conestoga  was  not 
outplayed  as  badly  as  the  score  in- 
dicates.
